ty, not of deceit or hypocrisy. 
There is no 


dictum so easily misunderstood and so often 
misapplied as that a man should only preach 
as he can practise, 
if this were the univer- 


sal rule wo should forever grovel. 
On the 


contrary, there must be, as there always has 
been, a'coustaut aud sincere preaching of a 
gospel better than the very best of us can 
practise. It is only by preaching better than 
wo practise that we shall ever practise I et- 
ier.— [Springfield liepublican.

SUCTION 1. Thoro shall be appointed by 


the Governor, a SUto Constable, who shall 
bo coiaroisBioned for one year uulcss sooner 
removed, and whose appoint incut shall bo 
recorded or lodged for record iu tho ofiice of 
the Secretory of State, iu a book kept for 
thopurpoKo of recording appointments and 
revocations of appointments of State Con- 
stables and their deputies, before entering 
oa the duties of his office. 


SEO. "2. Every person appointee! State 


Constable, shall, previous to his entering on 
tho duties of his ofllce,give bomlVilh two suf- 
ficient sureties to the General Treasurer iu tho 
Hum of twenty-live thousand dollars, for tho 
due and faithful restoration of any property 
which may be seized by him, which shall 
'dot be forfeited find condemned according 
to law. 


SEC. !i. The State Constable shall ap- 


point not exceeding seven deputies, to Ue 
approved by tho Governor, which appoint- 
ment shall be iu writing under tho hand and 
seal of said State Constable, and recorded 
or lodged to be recorded in the ofliea of the 
Secretary of State in tho book mentioned 


• iu section one of this act. 


SEC. 4 Every deputy 
shall give bond 


with sufficient sureties to the state consta- 
ble appointing him, in the. sum of ten 
thousand dollars, for the duo and faithful 
restoration of nny property which may be 
seized by him in the execution of his office 
which shall not bo forfeited mid condemned 
according, to law. 


SKC. 5. The Stato Couutabia shall bo re- 


sponsible find accountable for any failure of 
any deputy to restore such property as 
aforesaid, and iu all such cases the person 
injured shall have his election to bring his 
action either against finch deputy or ngftitist 
the state constable appointing him. 


SEC. (J.Auy person injured by tho breach of 


the stfttecouKtablo's bond may commence auac 
tiou thercou iulho name of the GoiieralTrens 
uror for Iiis o\vmise,uudcr like circumstances 
and in the saiu<r manner and'subject to tho 
same provisions ns ho might do in the name 
of said General Treasurer upon a bond given 
by a sheriff, if he wore injured by a breach 
thereof; and any person injured by the 
breach of any deputy state constable's bond 
may commence nn notion thereon, iu the 
name of the state constable for his own use 
under like circumstances and in the game 
manner, and subject to the same provis- 
ions 03 he might do in the iiamo of a sheriff 
upon a bond given by a deputy sheirff, if he 
were injured by tho breach thereof. 


SEO. 7, The Stato Constable shall keep 


an office in the city of 
Providence at n 


place to bo approved by the Governor, and 
said state constable nnd his deputies shall be 
removable at the pjeasuro '. of tho Governor, 
and the revocation of appointment or com- 
mission, or notice of removal of ' the state 
constable or biu deputies, shall immediately 
upon such revocation or removal be record- 
ed or lodged for record in tho office of tho 
Secretary of Stato in tho book mentioned in 
section one of this net; and the revocation 
oE appointment or commission or the re- 
moval of tho state constable shall operate as 
ft removal of nil deputies appointed by him. 


SEC. S. The state constable and his depu- 


ties shall have and exercise all the common 
law and statutory power of constables, ei- 
copt tho service of civil process, and also all 
tho powers given to special 
coue.ablefl 
or 


state police by the General Statutes, "con- 
currently with such 
officers, and also nil 


powers given to sheriff.-*, chiefs of police or 
other officers relating to the inspection or 
assay of liquors and their powers shall extend 
throughout the state. 


Suj. 0. It 3hall*bo tlie duty of the con- 


stables of the several towns imd cities of tho 
state, city marshals, chiefs of police mid all 
other police officers, to aid the state con- 
stable and hi s deputies iu tho discharge oi

When required 
to travel on duty from one city or town to 
another, they shall be allowed such travel- 
ing fees ns the Governor shall deem neces- 


- eary and proper, not exceeding the 
same 


compensation for travel ns is by law allowed 
to sheriffs and their deputies. The account 
of each depurj' stole constable shall be 
verified by his own affidavit and approved 
by the Governor nnd tho state constable be- 
fore being presented .to the State Auditor. 
and when duly audited, shall bo paid out of 
she general treasury. All fines and fees 
recovered for their use under the complaints 
of tho state constable and his deputies shall 
enure to the UBQ of the state. 


SEC. 12. ' The state constable, with the 


approval of tho Governor, shall make all 
needful rules for the regulation of the po- 
lice duties of his deputies.
